School Tox Money in Hands of City Council. 


The city cnqrvril md the Decatur 
public school board lave been at 
work lh!-, week upon a proposition 
that is of vital interest to the citizens 
of the town who have the interests of 
tie1* public school at heart, and the 
Messenger takes it that ail residents 
of Decatur have interest in snch a 
matter. 
It is claimed that the city 
council has in its possession the sum 
of $7,5(0 in a fund that was created 
for school interest purposes in excess 
of tho actual needs of relieving* the 
school bond 
in d eb ted , 
and the 
members of the school board hay© 
called upon the council to turn this 
money over to them for the purpose 
of making the needed improvements 
on the city school building. 
At a 
meeting h'eld Tuesday afternoon, at 


I expressed a willingness to turn over 
$2,500 of the fund for school improve­ 
ment purposes, provided the duties 
of sup w isin g the work were placed 
in the bauds of the council and a 
committee representing 
the school 
board. As we go to press nothing 
has come of the proposition, and the 
chances are favorable for nothing to 
result from further meetings of the 
two boards. 
In all probability a law 
suit will result and the whole matter 
will be threshed out in*the courts, 
A 
representative of one of the big tax 
payers of the city, in conversation 
with a Messenger reporter stated that 
it was his intention to bring suit to 
recover all moneys he has paid in 
taxes for the school fund that have 
been levied for the past four years, 
which all members of the council and j claiming that four years ago the 
educational board were present, this 
matter was discussed and the propo­ 
sition made. 
T h e legality of the 
transfer came in for considerable 
discussion, but when Secretary Sim­ 
mons of the school board, asked the 
question of the council, “ Will you 
gentlemen be in favor of transferring 
this amount to the school hoard for 
the purpose of improving the public 
school building if, after a thorough 
investigation, it is found the transfer 
can be made legally,” the council 
asked for further time in which to 
consider the proposition. 
Wednes­ 
day afternoon the council 
met to 
discuss and go into the matter, and 
we are informed by Superintendent 
Barton who was 
present, that no 
progress was made toward a settle­ 
ment of the question, and that a ma­ 
jority of the councilmen seemed to 
favor the city holding the money to 
meet obligations that may arise in 
the future. 
Four members of the 
council, after the meeting adjourned, 


amount for liquidating the indebted­ 
ness for which the tax was assessed 
had been met and since that time a 
surplus has been piling up in the 
treasury of the city that rightfully be­ 
longs to the tax payers and should be 
refunded to them, if the amount is not 
to be used for school purposes. What 
promises to be an interesting contest 
is brewing, and the Messenger hopes 
to see the matter setttlad for the best 
interests of the town. 
Decatur must have at least $15,000 
spent on substantial improvements in 
its school building, as the present old 
shell is a disgrace to the progressive 
spirit of the town, and whether we 
get the amount in the hands of the 
city council t o assist i n making 
the improvements, the money must be 
forthcoming and the work commenced 
immediately at the close of the present 
term of school. 
The children, the 
patrons, the public-spirited citizens 
of the town, demand a better school 
building, and we must have it.

J . W. Lillard died very suddenly J people of this city and vicinity, hav- 
of heart failure about the middle of ing been in business here for quite a 
l a s t night. His dead body was dis­ 
covered about 12:30 by his grandson, 
Warren, who had gone to the room 
to see about his grandfather. The 
end was seemingly sudden and with­ 
out pain, for he had fallen from a 
ehair, and there was no sign of a 
struggle. 
While Mr. Lillard had been quite 
ill during the past two weeks, he had 
seemingly recovered, and was dp town 
and at his mill yesterday. He retired 
last evening at the home of his son, 
S. A ., in usual health, but, as was 
his custom when be could not rest, he 
had lighted a lamp and was seated in 
a chair when death came. 
Funeral services will be held at the 
residence of S. A. Lillard tomorrow 
Saturday morning at IO o’clock, after 
which the remains will be interred in 
the eity cemetery. 
Mr. Lillard was well known to the 


number of years. Last year he went 
up in the northwest and engaged in 
farming in Oregon, but returned here 
several months ago, sinde that time 
he has been here, his son, J. F. tak­ 
ing the management of the Oregon 
property, He was a man of strong 
likes rud dislikes, plain and blunt in 
his talk. Mr. Lillard lived in Mis­ 
souri and Kentucky in the days when 
those states were torn by the civil 
strife between the north and south, 
and it is said he performed good ser«- 
vice for the south. He was charitable 
to a splendid degree, never refusing 
to contribute his part to the needy, 
and he had many friends who will re­ 
gret to learn of his sad and untimely 
taking off. Mr. Lillard was 73 years 
of age.

Eight Hundred Dollars to Be Expended to Advance 


Scientific Farming Methods in Wise County. 


The county commissioners have ac­ 
cepted 
the 
federal 
government’s 
proposition to contribute $400 to­ 
ward pushing scientific farming meth­ 
ods in this county if the county would 
assist with a like amount. 
At a 
meeting of the court Wednesday af­ 
ternoon Mr Gander, the government 
agricultural representative, explain­ 
ed the matter, and after several talks 
were made by the business mea and 
farmers present the court closed the 
contract. The work will be started 
about October I, and for ten months 
an expert agriculturalist will be giv- 


ing demonstrations and Instructing 
the farmers in better and more pro­ 
fitable methods. 
This government 
agent will visit all parts of the coun­ 
ty and all his time will be given the 
work. That it is money well in vetted 
is readily admitted, as the returns 
will be three fold in a short time. 
Any movement that has for its pur­ 
pose the betterment of the agricultur­ 
al interests of a county should bo 
loyally supported by all citizens, 
and in making this allowance for 
such a worthy cause the commis­ 
sioners have done a good work.

and run.* 
One never can tell what a 
sign means.

ty bunts. 
You are certain that Jen­ 
nings signaled him to sacrifice, so the 
next day when Cobb is at bat and Jen­ 
nings goes through the same motions 
you creep forward and Cobb bits the 
ball past you so fast you can’t see it. 
If Connie Mack tilts bis bat over his 
eyes and Eddie Collins steals second 
base as the next ball is pitched, nat­ 
urally you watch the hat, and. lo. Bar­ 
ry plays hit and run. You bear Clark 
Griffith yelp ‘Watch his foot!* and see 
two of his players start a double steal. 
The next time he yells Watch bis 
footy von break your neck to coyer the 


base and both players stand suti Noun* 
players ibid most spectators give tip 
striving to learn the sign language of

Submarine Paint. 
In 1805 a special submarine paint 
was prepared by f lotos pfel. the object 
being first coated with nu anticorn) 
site deposit and then with a second 
layer containing toxic substances, uw- 
ing to tho reactions which occurred be 
tween the two layers, however, the 
paints were liable to crack and would 
not last for more than six months. Re­ 
cently this drawback has been reme­ 
died by i he production of a paint in 
which the outer coating consists of an 
amalgam of copper Incorporated with 
an earthy pigment and a waterproof 
medium. As soon as marine organisms 
attack this coat the amalgam is ex 
posed aud voltaic currents are pro­ 
duced which set free poisonous com­ 
pounds of copper and mercury and de­ 
stroy the intruders. Thus the action is 
only brought about in places where It 
is necessary and the Ufo of the paint 
is doubled.

The following resolution was unan­ 
imously adopted at the fourteenth an­ 
nual meeting of the Texas Farmer’s 
Congress, held at College Station the 
latter part of July and attended by 
Over one thousand actual farmers: 
Whereas, all railroad rates in Tex­ 
as are fixed by the Texas Railroad 
Commission, and 
Whereas, said Railroad Commis­ 
sion, in fixing such freight rates, take 
into consideration, first, the gross 
amount of freight that will probably 
he moved during a certain period of 
time; second, the expense of running 
and operating the roads, including 
all material, labor, fuel, wages, per­ 
sonal injury, judgments, court costs, 
taxes, attoreys* fees and every other 
item of exbehse of whatever kind or 
nature incurred 
in operating and 
keeping up the road, rolling stock, 
etc., then fixes the freight rate at suoh 
a sum as will produce an amount suf­ 
ficient to pay all the above expenses 
and yield a fair return on the value 
of the property devoted to that public 
use, and 
Whereas, every item of expense to 
the railroads, contributes just that 
much to the freight rate, and 
Whereas, the lessening of the ex­ 
pense to the railroads enables the 
Railroad Commission to decrease the 
freight rate; and 
Whereas the Texas railroads for 
the year ending .Tune 30, 1910, paid 
out for deaths and personal injuries 
the sum of $2,300,292,29, less than half

TIMELY HINTS 
« 
FOR FARMERS 


Crossbred Fowls Poor Policy. 
If one has a pure breed of fowls he 
should by no meaus think of crossing 
with some other breed. 
With mon­ 
grels, of course, it Is different, and 
as there is nothing to lose something 
may be gained, but with pure bred 
fowls it Is quite different, and from 
the time we make the first cross we 
have only mongrels. It is much easier 
to tear down than to build up. 
So 
also It is easier to spoil a pure bred 
than to build it up. By all means get 
pure bred fowls. 
If you cannot afford to buy fowls 
buy at least a sitting of eggs, and the 
next year you will have a start. 
Do 
not keep hens and males indiscrimi­ 
nately, but each year select a few 
choice fowls for the breeding pen, and 
then you can hatch the chickens you 
expect to get from eggs laid by the 
hens running at large. 
In this way your entire flock will 
soon be the best, and each season you 
can dispose of the culls, but unless 
dressed for market we should prefer 
to use them on the table. 


Diseases of Sheep. 
Pine tar and turpentine are the im­ 
portant remedies and preventives for 
most ailments and diseases of the 
sheep. 
These two articles should al­ 
ways be kept on hand. Pine tar is the 
best treatment for a cut or flesh injury 
on the sheep. It keeps away the flies, 
assists in healing the wounds and Is 
the best all around disinfectant for 
use on the sheep that can be had. It 
is a good treatment for catarrhal trou­ 
bles, as a corrective and preventive 
used about the salt troughs or boxes 
by mixing in the salt and smearing 
over the bottom of the troughs. 


Look to the Stables. 
Prepare for good stabling next win­ 
ter. The less feed you have the great­ 
er the need for properly housing the 
cows and calves. It’s always cheaper 
to keep the animal’s body warm by 
stabling than by allowing the animal 
to burn a third to a half of its feed to 
maintain the animal heat. Feeding in 
the stable also economizes in the feed­ 
ing operation. Feed is always cleaned 
up better in a manger than when 
placed In racks or strewn on the 
ground. 
The dairy cow will .give a 
good return for stabling. 


Rape Excellent For Lambs. 
The Wisconsin experiment station 
found rape an excellent crop to cut 
and feed green to breeding ewes and 
lambs in July, when pastures were 
failing. 
Experiments at this station 
indicate that best results are obtained 
by cutting the plant four inches from 
the 
ground. 
The 
stumps 
readily 
sprout and produce succeeding crops. 


ESTABLISHING AN 
ASPARAGUS BED. 


Soil Must Be Well GuitNaled 


and Heavily Manured. 


In selecting a place for asparagus 
remember that it will need to be cut 
every morn tug during its yielding sea­ 
son and that the 01113 planting of it 
will likely last a lifetime. 
So it is 
essential to put it in a convenient 
place. 
A row of it along the fence 
in the garden will probably be con­ 
venient if the place is not already 
occupied by rhubarb. 
It is very nec­ 
essary that the soil for asparagus be 
exceedingly rich, but in a small plant­ 
ing this can be made artificially. 
Having selected tho place, tile prob­ 
lem'is to put the soil in the IxisL pos­ 
sible condition, both of fertility and 
physical structure. 
Potatoes or some 
other cultivated crop is good to pre­ 
cede asparagus, as the ground will be 
well loosened up by it. 
Heavy manuring is absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
The ground cannot lie too 
rich for asparagus. 
Put on a thick 
coating of manure, spade it in deeply 
and then put on more and keep on 
as long as it seems possible to make 
it any richer. 
It is much more satis­ 
factory to do this manuring at this 
time, before the plants are started, 
for after the plants are in there will 
ba difficulty in doing much heavy 
manuring. 
It is not so essential to have a very 
deep soil bed, as the asparagus roots 
tend to grow horizontally instead of 
down. 
But the first foot of the soil 
should be spaded and raked repeat­ 
edly so that it will be mellow. If this 
is kept up from now till time* to set 
the plants next spring, it should be 
in first class condition. 


Gat Ready to P h n t Alfalfa. 
It ie not tae early to begin on the 


la rid that you expect to sow to alfalfa 
next fall. Much will depend upon the 
preparation v t the soil, 
it will be de­ 
sirable to have a good deep mulch so 
that as much moisture as possible be 
retained from the early rains. 
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Roots as Stock Feed. 
Root crops aire generally use<tv for I 
animals in most sections of Europe. 
They should be more commonly used 
here. 
Beets, turnips and carrots are 
valuable -feed and should meet with 
favor this year, when green foods are 
scarce.
